The Story of, how the order of 
Elks turned itself Into a Big Bro­ 
ther society for the benefit of the 
disabled soldiers is one of the most 
inspiring narratives that have come 
out of the war. As told in the 
Elks productions "The Spirit of 
Elkdom" and “The Way Back," it 
shows a combination of sympathy 
and practical assistance that de­ 
serves to stand as a model. Finding 
itself at the signing of the armis­ 
tice with 
unappropriated 
funds, 
the commissions elected from the 
numerous suggestions for the dispo­ 
sition of this money the plan of 
aiding in the work of the board 
tor vocational education. The sum 
of $100,000 was set aside for this 
purpose and an additional sum of 
$200,000 was made available ag a 
revolving fund to be lent to young 
men ingraining who were in need 
of aid. There were m&ny# soldiers 
who were unable to enter training 
because they did not have money 
for their first month's expenses. 
What have. been the results? Of 
the total of 26,000 men in train­ 
ing under the vocational board, no 
fewer than 22.574 have received 
help from the Elks. The 
amount 
loaned to them has reached over 
$400,000, of which over $200,000 
has been repaid. 
This is the smaller half of the 
story. What the Elks really gave 
was sozqslfring rarer and more pre- 
cions than money—human sympa­ 
thy ami persistent personal effort. 
This was needed in a special man­ 
ner. Men had to be persuaded to 
take up vocational training. Some 
of them had the feeling that the 
country owed them a living. Some 
were earning good incomes by sell­ 
ing or even begging on the street. 
Some were disheartened. In. many 
instances, representatives of the 
Elks went before the board and 
worked to shorten the delay that 
hung over It like a curse. All these 
acidities required tact and patience 
as well as the will to help. The 
Elks have given a notable demon­ 
stration of true communal effort.
